Holo~Man, 
the character, is the new main squeeze in a fresh line 
of alternative comics. Holo-Man is a laser technician 
who works in a top-secret plant that is developing 


thermonuclear fuels. The president of the United States 
tours the plant one fine day only to find himself the 


-victim in an assassination plot. The weapon used is a 


laser, and in a misfire it imprints the good doctor's 
image on a holographic plate. Similtaneously (or so I 
gather from the company's p.r. man), the laser over- 
heats and rends the fabric of time_and space. Who 
Should-appear but Laser’ Man, who informs our hero of 
his mission against evil, or chaos, or subway turn- 
stiles; I forget which. 


The first comic will be marketed as part of an 
“adventure kit" containing issue #1, a holographic 
disc of Holo-Man, a membership card and other trinkets. 
But this is not all. They plan to follow Holo-Man 
with at least two other books: The Circus World of 
Jonathon Darling and Major Micro.

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The print and portfolio market continues to hold’ its 
own as a viable alternative for graphic artists, and we 


can expect new releases from Mike Ploog via Middle Earth 


and a new black & white rendering from the emminent 
Alex Nino through Christopher Enterprises. Nino is 
continuing to turn’his talents toward fine art illus- 
tration as opposed to comics, and we can expect many 
wonderous new phantasms from his fluid: imagination. ° 


Jack Katz has just about completed Book 5 of The 
First Kingdom, and sends us this preview. I spoke 
with Jack at Bay Con II (more on that a bit later), 
and he proved as knowlegable and loquacious as ever on 
not only his own saga but the graphic novel as a whole. 
Herewith some quotes 3: 


ds : Do you see distribution getting better for 
books ‘like The First Kingdom ? 


JK : Distribution. for The First Kingdom is ex- 
tremely good, because people are buying them now in 
the thousands. There's a network developing, I think, 
for not only First Kingdom but the other books that are 
going along in this alternative. publishing situation. 


ds : Do you envision the day when they'll be on 
the newsstands ? > 


JK : I don't know whether they'll be on the news- 
stands so mich as being side by side in the department 
stores in the novel section. I'm talking about graphic 
novels, and when I say a graphic novel, this is what I 
mean: A novel that has a beginning, a middle, and an 
end, regardless how many books it takes to do it. To 
begin with- an original story by either a writer and - 
an artist or a writer/artist. Original. I'm not talking 
about an adaption, I'm not talking about riding on the 
backs of dead men like Robert E,. Howard when you don't 
have to pay them a royalty. This is what I mean by a 
pure graphic novel. 


ds : There seems to be a search for a format. In 
the early days of comics they ran a gamut of formats, 
eventually boiling down into the size and form we know 
today. Do you think that that's happening today with 
graphic novels, that eventually they will stabilize 
into a more-or-less standard form, or do you think 
we'll keep having all these different ways of doing it? 


JK : I can't project the future. I do know this : 
comics have remained in an arrested state for a long 


. time. They were once divided between those you saw in 


the newspapers, those that were wrapped up in tine £. @) 
covers of overgroubd comic book magazines, and the car- 
toons on television or in the movies. Now, what I have 
done is to add another direction to these three areas. 
So that eventually serious work like this will remain 
and they will survive. Now it's possible that av ~ .<<c 
plethora of graphic novels will come out shortly from 
many different artists, so there will be a jockeying 


for position, and of course the better work will be 
mone> considered. 


ds : Do you have many European sales? Do you think 
Europeans have a different attitude toward graphic art 
and story than the Americans ? 


‘JK : I've gotten some fantastic mail from Europe. 
It is selling like mad in Germany and extremely well 
in Prance and Amsterdam. 


ds :; Who translates them ? 


JK : There are no translations... yet. There are 
translations pending, there are many opportunities, and 
interest has been expressed. 


ds : What advice do you have for a young cartoonist 
who is torn between going to work for one of the major 
companies or coming up with something on his own and 
trying to put it out in some sort of alternative pub- 
lishing situation? 


JK : Well, let me talk about it-pracically. If a 
young cartoonist who is working (or will be working) 
for the overgrounds works long enough, say a six or 
eight year period, they can build up a name. With this 
name they can go to a publisher. That publisher, based 
on their adceptability and their popularity, might ex- 
tend them money against projected royalties for a 
graphic novel. This is one way of doing it. The dis- 
advantages are legion, but two of the disadvantages 
are these : by subordinating their styles to the comic 
art rules that are exacted in the overgrounds they have 


‘a longer period of time re-developing their own energy,. 


This is a punishing trip. It took me a long time to 
familiarize myself with what I actually was. This is 
what I would suggest to the younger artist: for Gods 
sakes go to art school. Work from live models. There 
is no substitute for brilliant drawing if you want to 
carry your story. If they don't have a talent for 
writing, they should try to team up with writers. An 
adventure of publishing on their own might not be the 
worst thing in the world ...
